Inventions of Group I and Group II are directed to related 
distinct products/processes. The related inventions are distinct 
if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of 
use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not 
overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants.
